The Jellied, Hurlxnirville and 
Beattyville railroad me -ting was 
called to order at 1 o'clock in 
1 lie sample room of the Oorbin 
Hotel last Tuesday afternoon by 
Mr. K. B. Baird. of Jellico, and 
.Fudge S. B. Dishman was chosen 
us chairman of the meeting in 
the absence of Dr. Newman, who 
has acted as chairman of the 
meeting! from the beginning. D. 
W. (Mark was selected as secre- 
tary, after which the business 
of the meeting was taken up. 

First, the reports of the sub- 
scription committees were -•ailed 
for and it was ascertained that 
a sufficient amount was secured 
and pledged to complete the or- 
ganization and perhaDs more 
than was actually necessary, but 
it was agreed to continue to sell 
the stock and raise all that could 
he secured until the next meet- 
ing. 

It was moved and carried that 
a Board of nine Directors he 
elected to take charge of the 
1. n<iness of the new project and 
they were selected as follows:

W. Gourley Lee county, 
and they were authorized bj the 
stockholder^ to proceed to have 
the company incorporated and 
begin business at once. 

The charter was then prepared 
and properly lignedand aeknowL 
edged before J. 0, Maynard, a 

notary public for Whitley coun- 
ty, after which the meeting ad- 
journed to meet again on next 
Tuesday, the 98th, at Oorbin at 
Which time all the stock will be 
paid in and the officers of the 
company elected and the appli- 
cation for a charter mailed to 
the Secretary of State and com- 
mittees appointed to secure the 
right-of-way and such other busi- 
ness as may properly come J>e- 
fore the meeting. 

There is now no further doubts 
■concerning the building of this 
railroad, and all along the line 
there is enthusiasm, and all are 
working to the one end — that of 
securing the road at as early a 
day as it is possible, and we now 
believe that before the leaves 
fall work will be under way on 
the proposed road. 

This road, when completed, 
will prove one of the greatest 
paying roads of the State, as it 
will open a gateway to the South 
from the North and East and 
make the distance several hun- 
dred miles shorter between 
points in the North, East and 
South. Besides, there is more 
tonnage along the proposed route 
t han one road could handle with- 
in the next fifty years, besides 
the traffic that would come over 
the road from other points . n 
account of its convenience and 
saving of the distance.

There are some two or three routes 
suggested, and if the owners of the 
property through this section, be- 
tween the terminal points of this 
road desire to have the road come 
their way, they should at once inter- 
est themselves and give the neces- 
sary right-of-way; if they fail or re- 
fuse, the other fellow will see the op- 
portunity and grasp it and thus se- 
cure the road through their prem- 
ises. 

It is a well known fact that a rail- 
road built through these farms that 
j are now worth from $5 to $10 per 
acre and would be hard to sell at 
that price, would readily sell at 
from $25 to $50 per acre after the 
road is put in operation, and even if 
the right-of-way should take up a 
few acres of land the remainder 
would be so much increased in its 
intrinic value that it would be a 
great proposition to even give the 
right-of-way and secure the road 
through the premises.
